in General 


“A question mark season!” 


The quote belongs to Head Coach Joe 
Kuharich, and who should know better. 

He has good reasons to think in terms 
of uncertainty. 

First of all, take the quarterbacking 
question, 

Nine-tenths of the offensive quarter- 
backing for the Ivish, last year, was 
done by George Izo and Don White, 
both of whom have graduated. George 
Haffner, now a junior, was in the num- 
ber three spot. But he played only 77 
minutes. Even so, Haffner returns as 
the only experienced quarterback. That 
is, unless one counts Clay Schulz, like- 
wise now a junior, who was credited 
with 109 minutes of quarterbacking 
competition — but it was all on defense 
as a safetyman. In spring practice, 
Schulz was also tried on offense and he 
and Haffner were competing for the 
number one signal-calling position with 
three youngsters who’ll be sophomores 
this fall — Ed Rutkowski, Daryle La- 
monica, and Norb Rascher. 


Question At Quarterback 


The quarterbacking for 1960 is ex- 
pected to come from the above named 
quintet. In other words, the play-calling 
will be done by a junior who has had 
very little experience, or a junior who 
has had only defensive experience, or 
from one or another of a trio of sopho- 
more candidates who have had no ex- 
perience at all. Therefore the quarter- 
back situation must be considered a 
question mark. 

Then there is the matter of knee in- 
juries to key personnel... . 

Bill (Red) Mack, senior halfback, 
who as a sophomore was generally con- 
sidered the best running back on the 
team, and who as a junior suffered a 
knee injury before the start of the sea- 
son, has had surgery to correct his knee 
troubles. But it is still a question as 
to whether or not he will be able to 
operate as the Red Mack of old. If so, 
Coach Kuharich will be a much happier 
individual between that period covering 
the last Saturday in September and the 
last Saturday in November. 

Myron (Mo) Pottios, senior guard 
and captain of the 1960 Fighting Irish, 
was ready to be acclaimed one of the 
top Notre Dame linemen in Irish grid

annals. This was a year ago, after two 
spectacular games against North Caro- 
lina and Purdue. But in the third game, 
against California, he suffered a knee 
injury and this forced him to the side- 
lines for the season. A few days after 
the California contest, he had surgery 
and has had a long period of conva- 
lescence. But it is still a question as to 
whether or not he will be able to operate 
like the Pottios of the first two games of 
1959. It is hoped that he will, however, 
and leading the hope parade is Coach 
Kuharich. 

The leading ground-gainer for the 
Irish in 1959 was sophomore fullback 
Gerry Gray. In the final game of the 
season, against once-defeated Southern 
California, a contest that was won by 
the Notre Damers, 16-6, Gray scored 
both Notre Dame touchdowns. But while 


he had his moment of glory in that 
game, he also suffered a knee injury 
and has had subsequent surgery. For 
the 1959 season, Gray carried the ball 
50 times for 256 yards and an average 
of 5.1 yards. But it is still a question 
as to whether his knee operation has 
been as successful as medical officials 
and Coach Kuharich hope that it was. 


Sefcik Second Gainer 


The second leading ground-gainer for 
the Irish in 1959 was George Sefcik, 
then a sophomore halfback. He carried 
the ball 43 times for 206 yards and an 
average of 4.8 yards. In the next-to- 
the-last game of the season, against 
Iowa, he caught a 36-yard pass from 
Quarterback George Izo, and then 
skipped and dodged down the side-lines 
for an additional 20 yards for the touch- 


>) 


down that tied the game with less than 
two minutes to play. (Following the 
touchdown, Monty Stickles kicked the 
point that gave Notre Dame a 20-19 
victory.) Then, in the final contest of 
the season, against Southern California, 
Sefcik suffered a knee injury. A few 
days later he had an operation. Like 
Mack, Pottios and Gray, Sefcik passed 
up contact work in spring practice, and 
it is still a question as to whether Sef- 
cik along with the others has com- 
pletely recovered. 

Thus, with the prospect of inexperi- 
enced quarterbacking and with the 
team’s top lineman and three of the top 
backs all question marks because of past 
knee injuries, credence must be given 
to Coach Kuharich’s statement that at 
the moment 1960 must be considered a 
question mark season. 

Forgetting about knee injuries to key 
personnel and inexperienced quarter- 
back candidates, it is to be noted that 
18 monogram winners have been grad- 
uated . .. that 19 monogram winners 
from 1959 return. 


The Graduation Losses 


Most prominent of the graduates was 
Monty Stickles, All-American end and 
ace place-kicker. But he was only one 
of seven regulars who were sheepskin 
receivers. The others were: Pat Heenan, 
end; Ollie Flor, tackle; Ken Adamson, 
guard; Bob Scholtz, center; Jim Crotty, 
back, aid George Izo and Don White, 
quarterbacks. (Since the latter two di- 
vided the first team quarterbacking as- 
signment, they are counted only as one.) 

The 19 monogram winners returning 
ave: Ends, Max Burnell, junior (third 
string right end in 1959, who had 90 
minutes playing time), and Les Traver, 
junior (second team left end in 1959, 
who had 208 minutes of playing time) ; 
Tackles, Bob Bill, junior (first team 
right tackle, 229 minutes), Joe Carollo, 
junior (second team left tackle, 224 
minutes), George Williams, junior (sec- 
ond team right tackle, 164 minutes) and 
Bob Pietrzak, senior (thivd team left 
tackle, 61 minutes); Guards, Pottios, 
senior (88 minutes — injured in 3rd 
game), Nick Buoniconti, junior (first 
team left guard, 307 minutes), and Norb 
Roy, junior (third string right guard, 
70 minutes); Center, Tom Hecomovich, 
junior (second team center, 119 min- 
utes); Quarterbacks, Haffner, junior 
(third team quarterback, 77 minutes), 
and Clay Schulz, junior (109 minutes— 
played on defense only); Halfbacks, 
Angelo Dabiero, junior (second team 
right half, 185 minutes), Mack, senior 
(173 minutes — injured most of the 
season), Ray Ratkowski, senior (third 
team left half, 183 minutes), Bob Scar- 
pitto, senior (first team right half, 288 
minutes), and Sefcik, junior (first team 
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Larry Hudas of Michigan State scores one of three Spartan touchdowns in a 19-0 victory 
over Notre Dame last fall at East Lansing.

left half, 256 minutes), and Fullbacks, 
Gray, junior (second team fullback, 208 
minutes), and Joe Perkowski, junior 
(third team fullback, 167 minutes). 

Another returning monogram winner 
is Dave Hurd, senior center, who earned 
monograms as a sophomore and junior 
as a reserve center, but who was out of 
school last fall because of a knee in- 
jury. 

On the plus side, points to be consid- 
ered concerning individual personnel... 
there is the fact that Carollo, at left 
tackle, enjoyed first team status during 
part of his sophomore campaign, and 
this is true even more so with reference 
to Hecomovich, who was the starting 
center in the final two games of the 
season when the Irish upset Iowa and 
Southern California. 

Searpitto, who more or less was the 


first string right half a good part of 
the season, was the third leading 
ground-gainer (59 carries, 199 yards, 
3.4 yards average), was the team’s lead- 
ing scorer in 1959 with eight touch- 
downs for 48 points, and the leading 
pass receiver with 15 receptions for 297 
yards and four touchdowns. He also led 
in kickoff returns and shared the punt- 
ing assignment with Sefcik. In this 
latter department, both had averages of 
37 yards. 

In a review of returning monogram 
men, it is to be concluded that there is 
but little experience at the end spots, 
a fair amount at the tackles, question 
mark situations at the guards, at center, 
and in the backfield. 

And mostly the situation must be con- 
sidered a rebuilding one. Where last 
year the squad was predominantly a

sophomore one, this time it will be 
mostly a sophomore-junior array. And, 
as Coach Kuharich has pointed out on 
several occasions, a team lacking in 
qualified senior personnel must be con- 
sidered an inexperienced and question 
mark club. 

Notre Dame followers like to see hope 
in the fact that the team did so well in 
the last two games of last year (when 
a majority of the injured players of the 
season had returned), and the fact that 
there was fairly sharp defensive play in 
the annual spring Old-Timers game, 
won by the Varsity, 27-15. 


Confidence in Coaching 


These same followers have great con- 
fidence in the continuing coaching efforts 
of Joe Kuharich, and feel that his 15 
years of coaching experience will benefit 
the forthcoming football endeavor at 
Notre Dame. 

Concerning the opposition, the opener 
with California will pit another ques- 
tion mark team against the Irish, as 
the Golden Bears are embarking on a 
new era under new coach Marv Levy. 
Levy will have the aid of 18 returning 
lettermen from last year when the 
Golden Bears open the Irish season in 
Notre Dame stadium. This will be the 
first time, incidentally, that California 
has played football at Notre Dame. 
The inaugural of the series was last 
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year when the Ivish won a bruising 
battle at Berkeley, Calif., 28-6. 

Purdue meets Notre Dame, at Notre 
Dame, Oct. 1. Purdue has beaten Notre 
Dame four times in the last six games. 
Therefore, Coach Kuharich, Captain 
Pottios and the Notre Dame squad are 
most anxious to change this situation. 
Last year, at Purdue, the Boilermakers 
won, 28-7. It was only the second time 
the Boilermakers have ever beaten the 
Irish at Lafayette, Ind. But in recent 
games at Notre Dame, the Boilermakers 
have done exceedingly well, winning the 
last three games. Coach Jack Mollen- 
kopf of the Boilermakers has 18 return- 
ing lettermen. 

Next will be Notre Dame at North 
Carolina in Chapel Hill on Oct. 8. Last 
year, the Tar Heels were favored to 
beat the Irish in Notre Dame’s opener, 
but the Carolina team was upset, 28-8. 
The death of Head Coach Jim Tatum 
in midsummer most assuredly had its 
effect on what was slated to be a great 
Tar Heel team. But new coach Jim 
Hickey, who was understandably handi- 
capped by the sudden turn of events, 
eventually got things straightened out 
and the Tar Heels finished with a re- 
sounding 50-0 triumph over arch-rival 
Duke. Hickey has 21 lettermen return- 
ing from the team that walloped Duke, 
and the great season that was forecast 
for last year is now predicted for the 
forthcoming campaign. 


Michigan State will be the fourth 
Irish opponent, and the game will be 
played at Notre Dame, Oct. 15. It may 
be hard for some Notre Dame die-hards 
to believe, but Michigan State has won 
seven of the last eight games played 
between the two schools. The lone vic- 
tory by the Irish was by one point, 
20-19, in 1954. Last year, Coach Duffy 
Daugherty’s men won, 19-0. It will come 
as no solace (nor surprise) to Kuharich 
and Notre Dame adherents that the 
Spartans are among the favored teams 
to win the Big Ten conference, and they 
are also rated among the top 10 teams 
in the nation in just about every pre- 
season estimate. 

Notre Dame meets Northwestern at 
Dyche stadium in Evanston, Ill, on 
Oct. 22. This will be the first time the 
Irish have played in Chicago since 1947, 
a 26-19 victory being scored over North- 
western that year. It will also be the 
second straight meeting of the two 
schools. Last year, at Notre Dame, the 
Wildcats won, 30-24. Coached by Ara 
Parseghian, Northwestern has 18 letter- 
men returning from last year’s club 
which won six of nine starts and was 
rated one of the best in the nation. 
Quarterback Dick Thornton is expected 
to be particularly outstanding. 


“Best Back in Country” 


According to Navy Coach Wayne 
Hardin, the Irish will be facing ‘the 
best back in the country,” when they go 
against the Middies in Philadelphia’s 
Municipal stadium, Oct. 29. The back 
is Joe Bellino, speedster who’ll be per- 
forming at halfback for Navy for the 
third straight year. Coach Hardin has 
also made reference to the Notre Dame 
game as “one I really want to win.” 
Last year, Hardin’s first as head coach, 
the Middies led 22-14 going into the final 
quarter. The Irish scored and with a 
two-point conversion tied the score with 
7:15 left in the game. Then, with only 
32 seconds left, Monty Stickles booted a 
43-yard field goal for the Notre Dame 
victory. Notre Dame has a wide edge 
in the series with 26 victories against 
but six defeats and one tie. Practically 
every game has been close, and what is 
more important the Middies have won 
two of the past four games. Navy, like 
Notre Dame, is another team that hopes 
to continue on this year where it left 
off last season. In the last three games 
of 1959, the Middies beat Maryland, 
George Washington and finished with a 
whopping 43-12 triumph over Army. 

Pittsburgh plays at Notre Dame 
stadium on Nov. 5, and the Panthers 
are another club that has done well at 
the expense of the Irish in recent years, 
winning three of the last four games. 
Last year, at Pittsburgh, in a downpour, 
the Panthers won, 28-13. Over the years, 
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though, the Notre Damers do have a 
16-9 edge with one game ending in a 
tie. Coached by Johnny Michelosen, the 
Panthers, who have 18 returning letter- 
men, are another of Notre Dame’s op- 
ponents rated among the top 10 teams 
in the nation in most preseason esti- 
mates. 

For the fourth time in history, the 
Fighting Irish will play a night game, 
when they meet the University of 
Miami, at Miami, Fla., on Saturday 
night, Nov. 12. The two teams have 
met once before, Notre Dame winning, 
at Miami, in 1955, by a count of 14-0. 
The coach of the Hurricanes is Andy 
Gustafson, (as he was in 1955). After 
a couple of years of rebuilding, 1960 
is slated to be a top one for Miami. 
Near the end of last year, the Hurri- 
canes were outstanding in gaining an 
18-13 victory over Michigan State. They 
finished 1959 with a 6-4 record and have 
a total of 24 lettermen returning from 
that team. 


Iowa a National Power 


The last home game will be against 
Iowa, the Hawkeyes scheduled to appear 
at Notre Dame stadium on Nov. 19. 
Towa, in recent years, has been a na- 
tional power under Coach Forest Eva- 
shevski. In fact in the last four years, 
the Hawks have won two Big Ten and 
two Rose Bowl titles while compiling an 
over-all record of 29 wins and seven 
losses and two ties. In this four-year 
period, they won three of four games 
over Notre Dame. However, last season, 
in Joe Kuharich’s debut contest against 
the Hawkeyes, the Irish came from be- 
hind in the closing minutes to attain a 
20-19 upset. The psychological edge 
will belong to Iowa in this game. Not 
only will it be the last game of the sea- 
son for the Hawkeyes (with Notre Dame 
still having one to go), it will also be 
Evasheyski’s last regular season con- 
test as a coach, for it has been an- 
nounced that he will devote full time 
to the athletic director’s duties after the 
1960 season. 

The last game of the season will be 
against Southern California, in Los 
Angeles, on Nov. 26. Last year, the 
Irish upset the Trojans, 16-6, at Notre 
Dame, but it is believed that the USC 
men were at least slightly bothered by 
the cold weather. It was only the sec- 
ond defeat suffered by the Trojans all 
season. New coach John McKay in- 
herits most of the men from that great 
team. In spring practice only three non- 
letter winners were on the first two 
teams. In all, 22 lettermen return. 
Over the years, the Irish have won 20 
games in this series as compared to 
nine defeats and two ties. But it is in- 
teresting that the Trojans have won two 
of the last three played in Los Angeles. 
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Construction Work Lures 
Most Irish in Summer 


“Stay in shape. Get a job that will 
keep you in condition.” 

This is the admonition given their 
players each spring by college football 
coaches. 

Joe Kuharich and his staff should find 
no fault with the summertime task of 
at least 19 candidates for the 1960 var- 
sity. They were in heavy construction 
work in one form or another.

Will 
spend six weeks with the Marines at 
Quantico.” 

Bridge ironwork construction occu- 
pied senior halfback Ray Ratkowski in 
the New York area. The squad may 
have a musician to entertain it on road 
trips this fall. Ratkowski also took 
guitar lessons during the summer. 

Others working on construction crews 
included junior center Tom Hecomovich, 
junior guard Mike Magnotta, junior end 
Les Traver, sophomore halfback Mike 
Peterson, sophomore guard Greg Wood, 
sophomore halfback Frank Minik, sopho- 
more quarterback Ed Rutkowski, sopho- 
more tackle John Slafkosky, junior full- 
back Pete Anderson, sophomore end Jim 
Sherlock, junior tackle Roger Wilke, 
sophomore tackle Ed Burke, senior full- 
back Dan Griffith, junior fullback Dick 
Naab and junior guard Jim Loula. 

Working as a lifeguard lured four 
players. Senior guard Paul Nissi 
worked the Atlantic Ocean front at 
Salisbury Beach, Mass. Junior end Max 
Burnell taught swimming and acted as 


a camp counselor at Evanston, Ill. Dave 
Hurd, senior center, and Bill Snyder, 
junior tackle, were lifeguards at muni- 
cipal pools in Three Rivers, Mich., and 
Hinsdale, Ill., respectively. Brian Bou- 
lac, sophomore end, served as a park 
director and Babe Ruth League baseball 
coach in Olympia, Wash. 

Sophomore quarterback Daryle La- 
monica farmed on a peach ranch in the 
Fresno, Calif., area and Leo Seiler, a 
sophomore end, helped on his father’s 
farm near Wichita, Kans. Dennis Shee- 
han, another soph end, worked in a 
produce plant at LeMars, Ia. 

Two players held down maintenance 
jobs of different nature. Dennis Murphy, 
sophomore end and son of assistant 
Freshman Coach John Murphy, helped 
maintain a South Bend golf course. 
Soph fullback Bill Ahern did mainten- 
ance work at St. Angela’s Church in 
Chicago. 

In the “odd job” category were 
George Williams, junior tackle, and 
John Powers, junior center. Williams 
was dock master of a boat marina on 
a river just a mile from the Atlantic 
Ocean, and also did some lobstering on 
the side. Powers had a job emptying 
washing machines in a Harvard, IIl., 
laundry. 

Truck driving occupied junior half- 
back George Sefcik and junior guard 
Charles Augustine. 

Soph end Harold Vogel worked for 
a soft drink concern.

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Joseph Kuharich 


Head Coach 


Joseph Lawrence Kuharich returned 
to his alma mater last year as head 
football coach and soon disspelled any 
doubts in regard to the future of Notre 
Dame’s gridiron ventures. South Bend- 
bred Joe, although losing 22 monogram 
winners from the year before and being 
beset with injuries to key personnel, 
still managed to finish the season with 
a 5-5 record, including victories over 
highly-regarded Iowa and Southern 
California in the last two outings. 

Kuharich, born on April 14, 1917, 
began his football career at Riley High 
School in South Bend. In those days 
Joe was slightly on the small size, 
weighing less than 150 pounds. This 
wasn’t much of a handicap, though, as 
his fellow squad members and opponents 
can testify. His coach at Riley, Forest 
Wood, now athletic director of all South 
Bend public schools, said, “Joe was a 


scrappy, determined football player, 
probably the most intense I ever 
coached.” 


After four years of schooling at Notre 
Dame, Kuharich was graduated with 
honors in 1938, receiving his bachelor 
of science degree in physical education. 
During his football career for the Irish, 
Joe won three monograms, playing first- 
string guard as a junior and senior. His 
efforts in his final year enabled him 
to win All-Midwest honors. 

Joe’s class of 1938 had probably the 
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greatest array of South Bend athletes. 
Joe Ruetz, who now has an administra- 
tive position at Stanford University, 
played the other guard spot. Ex-John 
Adams High School mentor and now 
assistant freshman football coach, John 
Murphy, played end. Charley Borowski, 
now a South Bend police captain, saw 
action at halfback. Paul Nowak and 
Tommy Wukovits won laurels on the 
basketball teams of that era. 

Joe must hold a soft spot in his heart 
for the small guy since he only weighed 
150 pounds when he entered Notre 
Dame and graduated at only 185 pounds. 
Also, after graduation he played suc- 
cessfully against pro players weighing 
200 and over. Still in excellent condition, 
Joe tips the scales today at 225 pounds. 

Regarding Kuharich’s collegiate grid 
career, Elmer Layden, his coach, was 
quoted recently: “Joe Kuharich was one 
of the best and smartest players I ever 
had at Notre Dame.” 

Joe’s relationship with Notre Dame 
began long before he entered the Uni- 
versity in 1934. Joe remembers when 
Knute Rockne brought him into Cartier 
Field to watch a practice. He also re- 
calls all the summer days of his under- 
grad period that were spent keeping 
the stadium in top shape. He also helped 
as a construction worker in the build- 
ing of the Rockne Memorial where he 
now has his office. 


His first experience in coaching was 
in the fall of 1938 when he held the 
position of assistant freshman football 
coach at Notre Dame while taking grad- 
uate work. The next year Kuharich 
coached at Vincentian Institute, Albany, 
N.Y. 

He again took an active part in foot- 
ball in 1940 and 1941, playing guard 
for the professional Chicago Cardinals. 
In his second year, since his awareness 
of the game was so great, Joe was 
nominated to call the offensive signals 
from his guard position. He also won 
All-League honors. 

After four years in the Navy, he 
was discharged as a lieutenant in the 
fall of 1945 and finished out that season 
with the Cardinals, his last as a pro 
player. The Pittsburgh Steelers were 
the next stop for Kuharich as he be- 
came their line coach in 1946. The fol- 
lowing year he moved to San Francisco 
where he became line coach and then 
head coach in 1948. His record for four 
seasons with the Dons was 26-14, in- 
cluding a 9-0 mark in 1951. 

His fine coaching record made him 
pro material, coaching first the Chicago 
Cardinals and then the Washington Red- 
skins before returning to Notre Dame. 
He took over the Cardinals in 1952, but 
left in 1953 to scout for various pro 
teams.

NAVY vs. NOTRE DAME... 


Longest Continuous Intersectional Sertes

Like the sailor with a sweetheart in 
every port, the Notre Dame-Navy game 
this year tenders its affection on the 
football fans of Philadelphia. And the 
city of brotherly love is due for a 
“honey” of a game. 

Philadelphia is the fifth site of the 
nation’s longest continuous intersection- 
al football rivalry. Baltimore, Chicago, 
Cleveland and South Bend can’t com- 
plain a bit about what has gone on be- 
fore. 

Notre Dame’s edge of 26 victories to 
six for the Middies indicates a _ one- 
sidedness in the series, but the score- 
board doesn’t always tell the story. Some 
of the Navy-Irish games have been real 
gems. 

A dozen games have been decided by 
seven points or less and an average of 
more than 65,000 fans have seen each 
game. Chicago claims the largest at- 
tendance, a whopping 120,000 for the 
1928 game in Soldier Field. Cleveland 
crowds averaged more than 75,000 and 
only a couple of crowds have been be- 
low 50,000, one each at Baltimore and 
Notre Dame. 

Knute Rockne and Bill Ingram were 
the opposing coaches 33 years ago in 
Baltimore. Since then Navy has been 
coached by nine others and the Irish by 
seven. Frank Leahy directed the Irish 
for 11 years against the Middies with-

out a loss. Navy’s Eddie Erdelatz got 
involved in nine games and he won two 
to match the victory total of Tom 
Hamilton, whose teams won two out of 
five in a couple of coaching stints at 
Annapolis. 


Oscar Hagberg, coach of the powerful 
Navy teams during World War II, man- 
aged a victory and a tie in two games, 
best record of all against N.D. 

Two games — one for each side — 
have been decided by field goals. In 
1936, Bill Ingram booted a_ dropkick 
from the 18-yard line for a 3-0 Navy 
victory, and just last Oct. 31, Monty 
Stickles kicked a placement from the 
33-yard line for N.D.’s 25-22 triumph. 

Closest of the games — not counting 
the stirring 6-6 tie in 1945 — was the 
9-7 victory in 1937 when a jarring 
tackle by N.D.’s Chuck Sweeney ac- 
counted for a safety and the 9-7 edge. 

The 1948 and 1949 margins of 41-7 
and 40-0 were the big counts for N.D., 
which also won 40-20 in 1958 and 38-7 
in 1958. Navy’s big moments were the 
33-7 score in 1956 and the 82-13 deci- 
sion in 1944. Notre Dame was held 
scoreless in 1983 and 1936; the Middies 
were blanked 11 times, 

One of the central figures in the series 
has been E. E. (Rip) Miller, who has 
managed to keep his loyalties divided. 
Miller played tackle for the 1924 Notre 
Dame team, but joined Ingram’s staff 
at the Naval Academy in 1926 and has 
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Elmer Layden

been on Navy’s side of the field for the 
entire series. 

As head coach of the Middies from 
1931 to 1933, Miller won one and lost 
two to Hunk Anderson’s Irish teams. 

Relations between Navy and Notre 
Dame have been exceptionally friendly 
except for the 60 minutes of football 
each fall. In 1946 when the Irish won 
28-0 from the Middies in Baltimore, the 
entire brigade of midshipmen sang out 
with a salute at game’s end: “Go Irish, 
beat Army!” 

The Irish didn’t beat Navy’s chief 
rival, (it was a scoreless tie) but none- 
theless appreciated the moral support of 
the Middies. 


Here is a game-by-game glimpse at 
the 338 games: 


Baltimore, Oct. 15, 1927 — Trailing 6-0 
going into the second half, Notre Dame 
rallied for a 19-6 victory, capitalizing on a 
blocked kick and the elusive running of 
Christy Flanagan and Johnny Niemiec be- 
fore 50,000 fans. 


Chicago, Oct. 13, 1928 — Before 120,000 
cheering fans, Notre Dame downed the 
Navy, 7-0, on a third period pass of eight 
yards from Johnny Niemiec to Johnny 
Colerick. 

Baltimore, Oct. 12, 1929—Knute Rockne 
turned his coaching job over to Tom Lieb 
for this game, but Notre Dame rallied on 
Frank Carideo’s touchdown pass (from his 
knees) to Jack Elder and a plunge by 


Moon Mullins for a 14-7 victory before 
70,000. 
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Notre Dame, Oct. 11, 1930 — Notre 
Dame dedicated its stadium before an esti- 
mated 50,000, and Joe Savoldi torpedoed 
Navy with touchdown runs of 23, 48 and 
five yards for a 26-2 victory. (The first 
game in the stadium had been played a 
week earlier against Southern Methodist). 


Baltimore, Nov. 14, 1931 — Notre Dame 
built its undefeated streak to 26 as Marchy 
Schwartz ran 50 years for one score and 
set up two others for a 20-0 halftime lead. 
N.D., 20; Navy, 0. 


Cleveland, Nov. 19, 1932 — Reserve 
back Joe Shecketski scored both touchdowns 
in a 12-0 victory for the Irish before 70,000. 
Navy held N.D.’s No. 1 team scoreless, but 
the “shock troops” came through. 


Baltimore, Nov. 4, 1933 — Notre Dame 
made most of the yardage (412 yards), 
but Navy’s Buzz Borries scored from the 3 
for the only touchdown as the Middies 
won their first (7-0) victory of the series 
before 40,000. Navy netted only 62 yards. 


Cleveland, Noy. 10, 1934 — Again Navy 
was out-statisticed, but Borries threw a 10- 
yard pass to Bob Dornin for a touchdown 
and Slade Cutter kicked a 17-yard field 
goal for a 10-6 victory. Andy Pilney threw 
to Marty Peters for 25 yards and N.D. 
scored with 25 seconds left. 


Baltimore, Oct. 26, 1935 — Andy Pilney 
threw a 53-yard pass to Frank Gaul and a 
five-yarder to Mike Layden as the Irish 
“shock troops” came through with a 14-0 
victory. Some 60,000 watched the game. 


Baltimore, Nov. 7, 1936 — Navy's one- 
man gang of Bill Ingram, nephew of the 
former coach, booted an 18-yard dropkick 
for a 3-0 victory as 57,500 watched. The 
Irish completed only four of 23 passes. It 
was Navy’s third victory over N.D. in four 
years. 


Notre Dame, Oct. 23, 1937 — In a 
blinding snowstorm, Notre Dame bounced 
back from a 7-0 deficit to win, 9-7. Jack 
McCarthy scored on a 29-yard run and 
Chuck Sweeney tackled Navy’s Candy Mc-

45,000 watched. 


Baltimore, Novy. 5, 1938 — In a steady 
downpour, Joe Thesing and Bobby Saggau 
each scored on the ground in a 15-0 vic- 
tory for the Irish as 62,000 watched the 
game. 

Cleveland, Oct. 21, 1939 — The Irish 
rolled up 419 yards rushing, including a 
26-yard dash by Benny Sheridan and a one- 
inch plunge by Milt Piepul for touch- 
downs in a 14-7 victory. The crowd of 
81,000 saw Navy score on a 62-yard pass 
late in the game. 

Baltimore, Noy. 9, 1940 — Bobby Sag- 
gau climaxed a 78-yard fourth period drive 
with a four-yard scoring run to beat the 
Middies, 13-7. Saggau had passed 30 yards 
to Bob Dove for the first score only to see 
Navy take the lead on the conversion after 
a 30-yard touchdown run. A crowd of 
63,000 watched the game. 


Baltimore, Nov. 8, 1941 — Angelo Ber-

telli’s passing was responsible for four of 
the five touchdowns. Bertelli set up two 
touchdowns with passes, pitched one of 38 
yards to Bill Earley for a score, and threw 
one that Bob Cameron of Navy inter- 
cepted for a touchdown in a 20-13 N.D. 
victory. Dippy Evans scored the other two 
Irish touchdowns on plunges from the 2. 
The Irish completed 13 of 20 passes for 232 
yards as 64,795 saw the game. 


Cleveland, Oct. 31, 1942 — Unable to 
pass because of rain, Bertelli settled for a 
ground attack to beat the Sailors, 9-0. 
Though he completed only two of 10 
passes, one 17-yarder to Bob Dove set up 
a “sneak” TD. Jack Creevey booted a 
26-yard field goal for the clincher. Some 
55,000 showed up though 72,000 seats had 
been sold. 


Cleveland, Oct. 30, 1943 — Angelo Ber- 
telli made his last N.D. game a memorable 
one as he fired three touchdown passes in 
a 33-6 conquest before 82,000. Bertelli 
left to join the Marines on Nov. 1, and 
closed his career with 167 complete passes 
out of 318 thrown for 2,576 yards and 28 
touchdowns. 


Baltimore, Nov. 4, 1944 — A rugged, 
bruising Navy line and ex-Arkansas_half- 
back Clyde (Smackover) Scott overpowered 
the Irish by a whopping 32-13 margin 
before 64,000. Scott's two touchdowns 
were matched by a pair scored by N.D.’s 
Bob Kelly. 


Cleveland, Nov. 3, 1945 — “Did he 
score or didn’t he?”’, some 82,000 fans 
wondered after this 6-6 thriller between the 
Trish and Middies. A determined Navy 
team fought off a late Irish rush to main- 
tain the tie. Two plays before the end of 
the game, Phil Colella of the Irish caught 
a Frank Dancewicz pass on the five and 
he was hit near the sidelines by Skippy 
Minisi. As Colella fought his way toward 
the end zone, Minisi “walked” him toward 
the sideline, and finally prevented the score. 
Clyde Scott had tied the game for Navy 
by running 62 yards with an interception, 

Baltimore, Nov. 2, 1946 — Gerry Cowhig

Three of Navy's coaches during long Notre Dame series 
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broke the scoring open in the first period 
with a 31-yard sprint and Floyd Simmons 
added two more in the second for a 28-0 
Trish victory before 64,998. 


Cleveland, Nov. 1, 1947 Johnny 
Lujack and Frank Tripucka completed 18 
of 27 passes for 263 yards in a 27-0 victory 
before 84,070. 

Baltimore, Oct. 30, 1948 — The Irish 
rolled up 359 yards on the ground and 
completed nine of 11 passes in a 41-7 rout. 
Emil Sitko gained 170 yards in 10 carries 
for N.D. 

Baltimore, Oct. 29, 1949 — Home- 
town product Bob Williams passed for two 
touchdowns to Ernie Zalejski, and Ernie 
added another on a 76-yard run in a 40-0 
romp. Larry Coutre ran 91 yards for an- 
other score. 

Cleveland, Nov. 4, 1950 — Navy led 
7-0 and 10-7, but Bob Williams threw for 
one touchdown and Gerry Groom blocked 
a punt for another in a 19-10 victory, 


Baltimore, Nov. 3, 1951 — Billy Barrett 
ran 74 yards, Neil Worden 36 and John 
Mazur 21 for touchdowns in a 19-0 N.D. 
victory before 44,237. 

Cleveland, Nov. 1, 1952 — The Irish 
tried four field goals, and Bob Arrix made 
one, and Neil Worden scored two touch- 
downs in a 17-6 triumph. 


Notre Dame, Oct. 31, 1953 — Joe Heap 
scored twice, Ralph Guglielmi, Tom Mc- 
Hugh, Tom Carey and Dick Keller once 
each in a 38-7 victory. Frank Leahy missed 
the game because of illness. 

Baltimore, Oct. 30, 1954 Ralph 
Guglielmi threw 46 yards to Jimmy Morse 
for the only touchdown, and Guglielmi 
also ‘halted’? Navy's bid by recovering a 
fumble in the end zone in a 6-0 mud- 
packed victory before 60,000. 

Notre Dame, Oct. 29, 1955 — Notre 
Dame’s Paul Hornung, Jim Morse and 
Aubrey Lewis stole the play from heralded 
George Welsh and Ron Beagle to beat 
Navy’s bowl-bound Middies, 21-7. 

Baltimore, Nov. 3, 1956 — Navy ended 
a 12-year famine with a 33-7 romp before 
60,000. It was the fourth straight loss for 
N.D. 

Notre Dame, Nov. 2, 1957 — Coach 
Eddie Erdelatz’ team made it two straight 
in a 20-6 decision. Ray Wellborn scored 
three times for the Middies and the Irish 
tallied on Dick Lynch’s 46-yard run with 
a fumble. 

Baltimore, Nov. 1, 1958 — George Izo 
pitched three touchdown passes and Red 
Mack ran a punt back 65 yards in a 40-20 
N.D. victory. A 92-yard kickoff return by 
Joe Bellino was Navy’s big thrill. 

Notre Dame, Oct. 31, 1959 — Monty 
Stickles booted a 43- yer field goal with 
32 seconds left to win, for the Irish, 


despite Navy’s 18 out He 32 passing record.

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Edward 
W. Krause 


Director of Athletics 


Year after year the Notre Dame 
football team plays one of the most 
rugged schedules in the country. The 
man responsible for this is Edward W. 
(Moose) Krause, who arranges the 
schedules. Krause has served as athle- 
tic director since 1949 when he took over 
the post from Frank Leahy after being 
his assistant for one year. 

Moose, born on Chicago’s South Side 
on February 2, 1918, was a standout at 
De LaSalle High School, making the all- 
city teams in football, basketball and 
baseball. He was football captain as a 
senior. 

Ed was a standout athlete at Notre 
Dame, almost from the beginning, mak- 
ing the starting lineup in the second 
game of the season as a sophomore 
tackle, a status which he never re- 
linquished. In his senior year he missed 
only 19 minutes of the nine-game sched- 
ule. In basketball Ed was even more 
phenomenal, playing first string center 
for three years and winning All-Ameri- 
can honors in each year of competition. 
He is one of a select group who have 
won All-American honors in both foot- 
ball and basketball. 

One of his biggest thrills was scoring 
the winning basket to beat Butler with 
two seconds left in his sophomore year. 
This basket was all the more memorable 
because Ed shot it from the foul line 
while lying on his back following a 
scramble. 

He added a seventh monogram in 
track, throwing the javelin. In his senior 
year he became the first and only athlete 
in the school’s history to win the title 
of Notre Dame’s Outstanding Man, an 
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honor spontaneously voted him by his 
classmates. For this he was given a 
trophy and the award has never been 
repeated. 

Ed’s nickname, “Moose,” has been 
copied nearly every year since he was 
on the football squad. The name usually 
goes to the biggest man on the team, 
but whoever it is has to be pretty big 
to reach the playing frame of Krause 
— 6 feet 4 and 235 pounds. 

At the tender age of 21, Krause 
signed as athletic director and coach of 
all sports at St. Mary’s College in 
Winona, Minn. Moose returned to Notre 
Dame in 1942 after five years at St. 
Mary’s and three years as line coach 
at Holy Cross College. Under football 
coach Frank Leahy, Krause was line 
coach and then with the death of George 
Keogan he stepped up to the head 
basketball position in February, 1943. 

Ed’s coaching was interrupted for two 
years when he served as an Air Combat 
Intelligence Officer with a Marine 
Bombing Squadron. He was discharged 
a lieutenant. 

Krause resumed his chores at Notre 
Dame after World War II, tutoring the 
linemen while the Irish won two na- 
tional football championships in 1946 
and 1947. It couldn’t be said that he 
neglected his duties as hardwood men- 
tor during this time as his cagers had 


a 54-18 record from 1946 through 1949. 
Ed resigned as basketball coach after 
the 1950-’51 season to devote full time 


to the leadership of Notre Dame’s 
athletics. 
Under Kvrause’s guidance, the last 


twelve years have been highly success- 
ful. The greatest year was the 1957-’58 
school year when the varsity teams won 
107 while losing but 24. Last season’s 
mark was 97 victories and 42 losses. 

In the 1959 football season Moose 
teamed with national broadcaster Harry 
Wismer in doing the audio account of 
the Notre Dame games while they were 
being shown nationally on delayed video 
tape telecasts. 

Moose is very active in civie affairs. 
He has been a director of the South 
Bend Chamber of Commerce, director of 
the United Fund and the Community 
Chest, director of the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews, chair- 
man of the South Bend City Recreation 
Committee and vice-chairman of the 
1959 Pan-American Games organizing 
committee. He is a member of the 
Eagles, American Legion and holds the 
rank of the Fourth Degree in the 
Knights of Columbus. 

Ed was married in 1938 to Elizabeth 
Linden of Chicago. He is the father of 
three children: Edward, Jy., 20; Mary 
Elise, 14 and Philip Charles, 10.

Scoring Star As Irish of 1960 
Notre Dame Veterans, 27-15

Notre Dame’s speed, blocking and con- 
ditioning proved too big a hurdle for an 
assortment of Old-Timers Saturday in 
brilliant sunshine at School Field. 

Swift Ray Ratkowski raced 82 yards 
with a Paul Hornung punt for the first 
of three third period touchdowns that 
eventually doomed the Old-Timers, 27- 
15. Ratkowski also scored another touch- 
down on a 32-yard pass from freshman 
Ed Rutkowski. 

The Old-Timers, as usual, made it 
a battle for the first half, which ended 
7-7 before the 12,742 fans. But the Var- 
sity rolled up 387 yards in offense to 
dominate most of the play. 

The Old-Timers scored on two of the 
26 passes they threw. Only five were 
complete, but Hornung fired a 20-yard 
touchdown shot to Monty Stickles on 
the final play of the first period and 
George Izo completed a seven-yard scor- 
ing pass to Pat Heenan on the game’s 
final offensive play. 


Five Quarterbacks on Call 


Five quarterbacks handled the offense 
for Coach Joe Kuharich’s Varsity, which 
made it two straight against the vet- 
erans. Last year, the score was 21-7. 

Clay Schulz directed the first touch- 
down march which included a 30-yard 
run by Angelo Dabiero. Schulz raced 
across himself from the 9. And Bill 
Henneghan’s extra point made it 7-0 
with only 3:10 elapsed. 

The Varsity then had to wait until 
almost four minutes were played in the 
third period before scoring again. Rat- 
kowski fielded Hornung’s punt at the 
28, cut to his right and picked up a 
devastating block by John Powers at 
the turn. He easily outraced the tiring 
defenders to the goal. 

Earlier, a clipping penalty nullified 
a 60-yard return by Ratkowski, but this 
time he wasn’t to be denied. 


Football Dope Book 


Winding up football’s spring practice 


each year at Notre Dame is the game 
between the Varsity and the Old-Timers. 
Since Notre Dame's stadium was being 
reseeded last spring, the game was 
played at South Bend’s School Field 
Stadium on Saturday, May 14. Sports 
Editor Joe Doyle’s account, taken from 
the May 15th issue of the South Bend 
Tribune, is herewith reprinted. 


Late in the third period, the Varsity 
led only 13-7, but moved 75 yards in 
six plays. Rutkowski fired a perfect 
pass down the middle to Ratkowski on 


the first play that covered 38 yards. 
Then Bill Clark, Dan Griffith and Rat- 
kowski ran the ball to a first down at 
the 19 of the Old-Timers. 

Clark lost a yard, but Rutkowski 
again threaded a perfect strike to Rat- 
kowski and the score had mounted to 
20-7 after freshman Jim Sherlock con- 
verted. 

Only 4:29 remained but less than 
three minutes later, the Varsity moved 
48 yards in four plays to score. Big 
plays were a third-down pass from 
Rutkowski to Sherlock (11-yards) for 
the first down at the 20. Rutkowski 
then rolled out to his right and kept 
going wide into the end zone. Sherlock 
again converted for the 27-7 bulge which

Izo hit consecutive passes of 15 yards 
to his playing physician, Fred Poehler, 
32 yards to Heenan on the seven and 
again for seven more in the end zone. 
Stickles, lined up to convert from place- 
ment, took a lateral from Izo instead 
and lumbered into the end zone for two 
extra points and the final score of 27-15. 

Kuharich reserved 53 players for Var- 
sity use and was able to get 49 into 
action, His other reserves were used to 
bolster the Old-Timers, who needed a 
little help. 


10 Pros See Action 


For Coach Bill Earley’s team there 
were 10 professional players (or former 
pros), plus five 1959 seniors who have 
signed contracts in the pros for next 
year. Leon Hart failed to show. Oldest 
of the Old-Timers was Capt. Gus Cifelli, 
but “heaviest” honors were claimed by 
Poehler, a St. Joseph’s Hospital intern 
who played at both tackle and end and 
boomed a surprising 40-yard punt late 
in the game. 

Kuharich called on 22 freshmen to 
play and virtually ignored George Haff- 
ner, the No. 1 quarterback most of the 
spring practice. Rutkowski played more 
then either Daryle Lamonica or Norb 
Rascher and he had a hand in two of 
the three scoring drives. 


Most promising of the new-comers in 
addition to Rutkowski were end Sher- 
lock, guard Joe Lehmann, halfbacks, 
Marshall Reilly and Frank Minik and 
fullback Bill Ahern. 


Griffith Busiest Carrier 


In general, Kuharich depended on the 
younger or more inexperienced players. 
Dabiero, after running 43 yards in two 
plays in the first touchdown drive, was 
excused from heavy duty. Dan Griffith, 
a fullback who will be a senior, was 
the busiest ball-carrier with 33 yards 
gained in nine carries, 

Big gainer for the Old-Timers was 
Hornung with 32 yards in six attempts. 
Most of this came on a fake punt from 
which Hornung raced to a first down. 
A similar break befell the Varsity. When 
Joe Bill and Steve Kolski teamed up to 
block Lamonica’s punt, the alert fresh- 
man quarterback grabbed the bounding 
ball off the ground and ran 22 yards to 
a first down. 

Izo completed only three out of 20 
passing attempts, far below his usual 
average. But he was rushed constantly 
and was usually well off the mark. A 
couple were dropped, however.

American, was the workhorse for Izo 
at fullback. He carried eight times for 
25 yards, though Jim Just ran for 21 
yards in six attempts. 

Hornung’s six punts averaged more 
than 40 yards and Jimmy Morse booted 
one out of the end zone for 36 yards 
in a crucial spot in the final period. 
This punt followed the best Old-Timers 
defensive effort. 


The Varsity had moved to a first 
down at the 11-yard line, but after 
four plays by Clark, Ratkowski, and a 
completed pass to Sherlock, Griffith was 
stopped at the one, just inches shy of 
a first down. 


The young talent and Kuharich’s ob- 
vious attempt to take a good competi- 
tive look at his new men made the var- 
sity seem less impressive. But the gen- 
eral feeling among the audience was 
that N.D. will be representative in the 
fall. 

Missing from the action, but undoubt- 
edly ready to step in and challenge for 
positions in the fall were injured backs 
Red Mack, George Sefcik, Gerry Gray 
and Mike Lind, plus captain Myron 
Pottios, left guard and linebacker.

Herbert E. Jones 


Business Manager of Athletics 


The man of a thousand tasks and a 
million details, many trivial, but all 
important. This is Herbert E. Jones 
who faces a monumental job every sea- 
son shepherding Notre Dame’s football 
team through a maze of red tape. 

The official title is Business Manager 
of Athletics which means Herb Jones 
pulls the purse strings for a sports pro- 
gram at Notre Dame that annually is a 
six-figure venture. 

Notre Dame’s athletic business is big 
business as a budget of $250,000 for 
equipment and maintenance alone will 
attest. Travel and other miscellaneous 
expenditures eat up another $100,000. 

His is a job of magnitude. The Notre 
Dame Stadium and its 58,000 seats is 
Herb’s particular baby and it requires 
special care. While there are usually 
no more than five home games per sea- 
son, Jones supervises a force of more 
than 900 ushers, gatemen, repairmen 
and messengers for each. All this just 
to insure that each Saturday fan is 


seated in the right spot at the right 
time. 

Every invoice in any way connected 
with athletics, including hospital and 
doctor bills, travel expenses for coaches 
on University business, and equipment 
purchases must cross Jones’ desk for 
approval. 

This has been Jones’ job exclusively 
since he first planted his nameplate on 
the business manager’s desk 20 years 
ago. But he was a_ tender-cheeked 
young fellow when he graduated from 
Notre Dame in 1927 and went right to 
work as assistant to business manager 
Art Haley, who is now the University’s 
director of public relations. 

In 1941 Haley was promoted to his 
present job and vacated the business 
office. Jones took over and has since 
kept a watchful eye on the athletic de- 
partment’s business functions. 

Headaches can come one a minute for 
Jones and often do. He takes them all 
in stride. Some are king-sized, such as 
parking arrangements for 12,000 to 
18,000 automobiles around the stadium. 
Others are hectic, such as waiting for 
last-minute corrections in the week-by- 
week programs sold to patrons. 

Jones, as ardent a rooter as any fol-

lower of Notre Dame football fortunes, 
usually can look forward to seeing part 
of a home game. He’s too busy before 
and during the game, making last- 
minute checks of stadium personnel, 
closing out details in a frenzy of activity 
at his stadium office and making inspec- 
tion tours. 

Even when he finally makes his way 
to the pressbox, he may be whisked 
away by a call on a special telephone 
line at his elbow. 

His duties aren’t as heavy on road 
trips, but then there’s the multitudi- 
nous detail of arranging transportation, 
hotel accommodations and feeding a 
band of husky athletic tourists. Moving 
a party of 60 to 70 people over routes 
that often cover 7,500 air miles in a 
season is not for the amateur. It takes 
a professional like Herb Jones. 

Born in Dixon, Ill., Jones followed 
two brothers to Notre Dame. He was 
graduated from the College of Arts and 
Letters in 1927. He married Margaret 
Gaffney of Kokomo, Ind., in October, 
1927, and they have four children: Mrs. 
E. V. O’Malley, Jx., of Phoenix, Ariz.; 
Mrs. John L. Logan of South Bend; 
James, a Notre Dame alumnus living 
in South Bend; and Michael, of Hous- 
ton, Texas. 


Robert Cahill 


Ticket Manager 


Merely by walking a few feet, Robert 
Cahill could reach the 50-yard line 
ramp and watch Notre Dame’s football 
Irish on each home Saturday afternoon. 

But Bob sits in a well-guarded office 
and listens to a radio account intermit- 
tently. 

This is a paradoxical situation in

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which a man lets thousands of tickets 
slip through his fingers, but has none 
for himself. People who envy one with 
all those tickets to Notre Dame games 
fail to realize he seldom sees more than 
15 minutes of any home game. 


When the team plays at home Cahill 
spends the entire day at his Gate 14 
stadium office. Here is where the prob- 
lems come at a multi-minute rate. 


Wrong tickets, lost children and lost 
week ends (those who misread the date 
on their precious pasteboards) head the 
list of problems that keep Cahill penned 
up inside while 50,000-plus crowds who 
got their tickets from him view the 
games outside. 

Many think that when Cahill sells his 
thousands of tickets for thousands of 
dollars his job is finished, but Robert 
is a family man who doesn’t see much 
of the family long before the season 
actually begins. From the first of May, 
when the season ticket sale opens, until 
the final whistle of the very last game, 
Cahill is a busy man. 

Cahill conducts three ticket campaigns 
each summer. The first is for season 
ticket patrons. The next, beginning 
about mid-June and running for a 
month, handles single game sales for 
contributing alumni, monogram winners 
and parents of students. The final sale, 
opening Aug. 1, is for the general public 
and noncontributing alumni. Each, of 
course, provides particular problems, all 
usually solved by the master-minding 
handler of tickets. 

As ticket manager for a school as 
athletically popular as Notre Dame, 
Cahill has little time for idle hours. 
When football ends, he turns his atten- 
tion to ticket requests for basketball, 
track events and the annual Bengal 
Bouts boxing tournament each March. 

But winter brings another set of foot- 
ball problems. There’s a decision to be 
made on the size, color and design of 
the tickets. Nearly 400,000 application 
blanks must be printed and, to go with 
these, several thousand instruction 
sheets and price lists. 

Cahill undoubtedly can boast one of 
the country’s easiest selling jobs, but 
while he makes plenty of hay (for the 
University) there really isn’t much time 
for play (for him). 

A 1934 foreign commerce graduate at 
Notre Dame, Cahill came to the campus 
in 1928 from Dixon, IIl., also Herb 
Jones’ home town. After serving as as- 
sistant to Elmer Layden, former Irish 
head football coach and athletie direc- 
tor, from graduation to 1941, Bob took 
over the ticket manager’s position. Thus, 
1960 marks his 20th year in the job. 

Cahill served three years as a com- 
munications officer with the Navy in 
World War II.

“Keep ’em playing.” That’s the slo- 
gan of Eugene Stanley (Gene) Paszkiet, 
head trainer at the University of Notre 
Dame. 

First on the scene when an Irish 
athlete lies injured on the playing field, 
Paszkiet is also the first to tell the head

coach if the stricken gridder can con- 
tinue or should be removed from the 
game. Paszkiet also shoulders the re- 
sponsibility for determining when the 
fallen player may return to active prac- 
tice and ultimately to the lineup. 

Tape and linament were once a head 
trainer’s chief ingredients in the first- 
aid kit. Modern science has contributed 
much to make the trainer’s quarters 
take on the appearance of a medical 
office. Diathermy machines, infrared and 
ultraviolet lamps and whirlpool baths 
are included in the latest muscle-healing 
apparatus. 

It must be noted that tape and lina- 
ment are still among the standby items 
at Paszkiet’s disposal. 

Paszkiet is a South Bend native, play- 
ing football at Washington High before 
serving with the Coast Guard during 
World War II. Gene played the end

Jack McAllister, the little [Irishman 
born in England before the turn of the 
century, is a football legend at Notre 
Dame.

Seven trunks and 40 duffle 
bags must be packed with painstaking 
care, insuring that pants and_ pads, 
shoes and socks, light and dark jerseys, 
rain capes, balls, helmets, and sometimes 
even a supply of water are ready for 
the journey.

Jack McAllister 
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Notre Dame Renews Its Policy 
of Radio and ‘I’V for All Games 


Notre Dame’s policy of bringing every 
football game to her fans all across the 
nation via radio and television will be 
continued this fall for the second con- 
secutive year. 

The games will be transmitted by de- 
layed telecast (on tape) over a coast- 
to-coast network for Sunday afternoon 
viewing. 

Last year 60 stations carried the de- 
layed showings. This year more than 
100 are expected to beam the 10-game 
schedule into living rooms all across the 
country. 

Once again Harry Wismer, nationally 
known broadcaster, and Edward W. 
(Moose) Krause, Notre Dame’s athletic 
director, will team up to handle the com- 
mentary on the videotape production. 
Wismer will do the play-by-play with 
Krause supplying the color background. 
Sponsorship of the delayed telecasts will 
be on a local basis. 

Wismer and Dan Peterson will broad- 
cast all 10 games for the American 
Broadcasting Company on radio. One 
Notre Dame game (Northwestern) will 


be televised nationally on a live basis. 
Several games will be beamed into the 
South Bend area over the facilities of 
WNDU-TV, the Notre Dame station. 

Sellout home games will be carried 
over WNDU-TV. 

Transmission and network facilities 
for the delayed telecasts will be provided 
by Newspix, Inc., of New York City 
and the games will be produced by Sta- 


N.D.-WILDCATS ON TV 


In addition to having every game 
broadcast via ABC, and telecast on a 
delayed basis on Sundays, with both 
presentations being of a coast-to-coast 


nature, the Fighting Irish will also ap- 
pear on the “Game of the Week” TV 
series when its game with Northwestern, 
at Evanston, IIl., on Oct. 22, will be 
televised live over the facilities of the 
American Broadcasting Company. 


tion WNDU-TV. While no definite times 
for the showings have been set, in most 
cases the games will be shown early 
Sunday afternoon and probably prior to 
a professional game. 

Sales and distribution of these tele- 
casts has been assigned to the syndicate 
division of Station WGN-TV of Chi- 
cago. 

Carrying of the videotape games con- 
tinues the Notre Dame policy of pre- 
senting Irish games to as many viewers 
as possible. All games, home and away, 
have been on a coast-to-coast radio net- 
work for 13 years. A certain number 
of contests were transmitted nationally 
via radio for many seasons prior to 
that. 

Television of Notre Dame games be- 
gan in 1947 with a certain number 
beamed nationally, regionally and lo- 
cally. Games have also been sent around 
the East and Middle West on closed 
circuit networks. There have also been 
delayed TV showings on film of all 
games in a few regions for the past 
decade. 


HARRY WISMER 


Harry Wismer, much traveled and 
much cited during a long career in radio 
and television, once again will be behind 
the microphone for all Notre Dame foot- 
ball games this fall. 


In addition to the Saturday-by-Satur- 
day radio reporting, carried by the 
American Broadcasting Company net- 
work, Wismer, along with Notre Dame 
Athletic Director Edward W. (Moose) 
Krause, will narrate videotape films of 
the games for Sunday television trans- 
mission. 


Wismer will be associated with Dan 
Peterson in the radio play-by-play de- 
scriptions. Peterson succeeds the late 
Joe Boland who had long been associ- 
ated with Notre Dame as a_ player, 
coach and sports commentator. 

Wismer’s career in radio began dur- 
ing his days as a student at Michigan 
State University. He drove daily from 
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the East Lansing campus to Detroit to 
do a radio sports show. 

Wismer now conducts a _ network 
sports show, has done on-the-spot re- 
porting of innumerable top sporting 
events and is much in demand as a 
public speaker and master of ceremonies. 

An injury kept Wismer from an ac- 
tive sports career, but sent him into the 
broadcasting business. From that early 
start in 1934 as an MSU student, Wis- 
mer has risen to the top of his pro- 
fession. 

In 1946 he tied with U. S. Senator 
John Kennedy of Boston, Mass., the 
Democratic party’s candidate for the 
presidency, for first place in the U. S. 
Junior Chamber of Commerce balloting 
for the “Ten Outstanding Young Men 
of America.” 

In addition to many other duties, 
Wismer is now president of the New 
York Titans of the fiedgling American 
Football League.

DAN PETERSON 


An injury during his sophomore year 
at Yale University was the turning 
point in Dan Peterson’s life, switching 
him from a possible career as an athlete 
to one in the broadcasting business. 

Peterson was a four-sport athlete at 
Kiski prep school, but confined himself 
to football and basketball at Yale Uni- 
versity. During the football season in 
his second year he was injured, but 
kept close to the game by working as a 
spotter in radio booths. This eventually 
led to actual broadcasting and Peterson 
was on the way. 

He has been associated with many of 
the top radio and television sports shows 
on all major networks. These include 
college football on the Yankee Network, 
professional and NCAA football, Army, 
Orange Bowl, and Ivy League Games 
of the Week, radio coverage of the New 
York football Giants and two of his 
own shows, the Peterson Sports Review 
for ABC and Peterson’s Scoreboard for 
CBS radio. 

In addition, he has done boxing, 
wrestling and horse racing, as well as 
pre-game shows on NBC-TV coverage of 
the World Series. 

Peterson has also been affiliated with 
many radio and_ television nonsports 
shows, working with such celebrities as 
Frances Langford, Janet Blair, Arnold 
Stang, Reginald Gardiner, Russell Arms 
and Ann Jeffreys. 

Among his accomplishments have been 
directing and producing for the Dumont 
Television Network, public relations and 
sales ventures, producing short subjects 
for 20th Century Fox (which included 
four featurettes filmed in South Ameri- 
ca) and acting in Armed Services train- 
ing films. 

Peterson, who is 6-24% and weighs 
210, entered military service as a pri- 
vate in 1941 and was discharged in 
1945 as a major. His home is in Belle 
Mead, N. J.

LOUIS (BILL) DADDIO 


Bill Daddio, all-time Rose Bowl team 
member and All-American end in 1937, 
is now in his second year on the Notre 
Dame football coaching staff as Coach 
Joe Kuharich’s first assistant and end 
mentor. 

Daddio earned Rose Bow] fame in the 
1937 game when, playing for Pitts- 
burgh, he intercepted a Washington 
lateral and raced 71 yards to a touch- 
down. He also kicked three extra points 
to give him nine of his team’s points 
in a 21-0 victory. For this performance, 
Daddio was named the game’s outstand- 
ing player. 

The N.D. coach played for the great 
Pittsburgh teams of 1936, ’387 and ’38 
under the late famed Jock Sutherland. 
- After graduation in 1939, Daddio 
stayed at Pitt for two years as line 
coach and then played professional foot- 
ball for the Chicago Cardinals where 
he was a teammate of Kuharich. He 
returned to coaching after spending 
four years as a lieutenant in the Navy, 
joining the staff of the Buffalo Bills 
of the former All-American Conference 
as end coach. 

In 1947 he returned to his home town, 
Meadville, Pa., where he coached Alle- 
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gheny College for five years. He joined 
Kuharich’s Chicago Cardinals’ staff as 
end coach before moving to Purdue in 
1955 to serve under Stu Holcomb. He 
left Purdue a year ago to join Kuharich 
at Notre Dame. 

Bill and his wife, the former Angella 
Ross, have two children, Sandra, 17, and 
Billy, 11. 


RICHARD STANFEL 


Dick Stanfel is in his second season 
as a line coach at Notre Dame. 

Stanfel, now 33, played for his pres- 
ent boss, Joe Kuharich, at the Univer- 
sity of San Francisco where he was 
guard and captain of the 1950 Dons. 
He won all-Western and All-American 
recognition and was the No. 2 draft 
choice of the professional Detroit Lions 
in 1951. 

The San Francisco native, who saw 
Army service in 1946, was picked to 
play in the East-West and College All- 
Star games and an injury in the latter 
contest forced him out of action in 1951. 
From 1952 through 1955 Stanfel played 
with three championship Detroit Lions’ 
teams and was voted the squad’s top 
offensive lineman. The world-champion 
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Lions of 1954 elected him their most 
valuable player. 

In June, 1956, Stanfel was traded 
to the Washington Redskins where, once 
again, his coach was Kuharich. Dick 
was a unanimous All-Pro selection five 
times and in 1957 his Redskin team- 
mates made him honorary offensive cap- 
tain. 

Along with backfield coach Don Doll, 
Stanfel has served two years on the 
College All-Star coaching staff headed 
by Otto Graham. Stanfel’s first term 
in this position was in 1959 when the 
Stars met the National Football League 
Champion Baltimore Colts. The two 
Notre Dame coaches were invited to 
serve again under Graham last August. 

Stanfel is single. He has four brothers 
and a sister. 


BRAD LYNN 


Brad Lynn, a former teammate and a 
former assistant under Joe Kuharich, 
joined the Notre Dame staff as assist- 
ant backfield coach during the summer. 
He succeeded Joe Scudero who resigned 
to return to pro ball with the Baltimore 
Colts. 

Lynn of Watsonville, Calif., was a 
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sophomore halfback at Notre Dame 
when Kuharich was a senior and a first 
string guard in 1937. 

Later, during the four years that 
Kuharich was head coach at the Uni- 
versity of San Francisco, Lynn served 
as his backfield coach. 


Lynn spent two and a half years of 
his undergraduate days at Notre Dame 
and then transferred to Arizona State 
at Tempe where he was graduated with 
a Bachelor of Arts degree in education. 

During World War II, he served for 
four years in the Navy and was dis- 
charged as a lieutenant. Two years were 
spent in the Southwest Pacific. 

He is also a former special agent in 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. In 
recent years he had been associated with 
high school coaching in Santa Cruz, 
Calif. 


DON DOLL 


Don Doll, once a great running back 
for the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, is in his second season as Notre 
Dame’s backfield coach. 


After graduating from high school 
in North Sacramento, Calif., Doll en- 
rolled at USC where he was a running 
star for Jeff Cravath’s teams of 1944, 
’46, ’47 and ’48. In between were two 
years of wartime service with the Ma- 
rine Corps. Doll played against Notre 
Dame his last three seasons with the 
Trojans. 

An all-Pacific Coast selection in 1947 
and 1948, he led Southern Cal three 
times in rushing and played in the 1948 
Rose Bowl game against Michigan. 

Doll spent four years with the De- 
troit Lions and played single seasons 
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with the Washington Redskins and Los 
Angeles Rams, finishing his pro career 
with the Rams in 1954. He was an all- 
league defensive pick for four straight 
years (1950-54) and was selected the 
outstanding player in the Pro Bowl 
game of 1953. 

He joined the staff of Johnny Cher- 
berg at the University of Washington 
in 1955 and the following year became 
head coach at California’s West Contra 
Costa Junior College. 

He became defensive backfield coach 
at Southern Cal in 1957 remaining until 
he moved to Notre Dame in 1959. Don 
was responsible for the pass defense at 
USC that stopped George Izo in the 
1958 N.D.-USC game. 

Doll has served with the College All- 
Star coaching staff four consecutive 
years, beginning with the 1957 game. 

He is married to the former Diana 
Davis and they have four children: 
Steven, 8; Wendy Leigh, 5; Kevan, 3; 
and Heidi, born last April. 


HUGH DEVORE 


The task of molding freshmen foot- 
ball players for future varsity use is 
the objective of Hugh Devore who began 
his career at Notre Dame. 


Devore was an end on the Notre 
Dame teams of 1931, ’32 and ’°33 and 
a teammate of Athletic Director Ed 
(Moose) Krause. Hugh was co-captain 
in his senior year. He joined the coach- 
ing profession after his graduation in 
1934, serving first as assistant freshman 
coach at Notre Dame before moving to 
Fordham as end coach in 1935. 


Three years later he became head 
coach at Providence College, remaining 
until 1942 when he took the end coach- 
ing position at Holy Cross. 
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He returned to Notre Dame in 1943 
to serve as end coach under Frank 
Leahy and continued the following year 
when Ed McKeever became head coach 
after Leahy entered military service. 
Devore served one year (1945) as Notre 
Dame’s head coach when McKeever 
moved to Cornell. Devore compiled a 
7-2-1 record. 

Upon the return of Leahy, Devore 
accepted the head coaching assignment 
at St. Bonaventure in New York. In 
1949 Devore moved on to New York 
University as head coach and there he 
stayed until the Violets gave up football 
in 1952. 

Professional coaching lured Devore at 
this point but, after a season as assist- 
ant on the Green Bay Packers’ staff, 
he returned to the college ranks at the 
University of Dayton for two years. 
In 1956 he signed as head coach of the 
professional Philadelphia Eagles. 

After two years with the Eagles De- 
vore once more returned to Notre Dame 
as freshman coach under Terry Bren- 
nan. 

Hugh and his wife, the former Made- 
line Foster, have seven children: Hugh 
Jy., 21, who graduated last June from 
Notre Dame; George, 20; Madeline, 18; 
Marie, 16; Noreen, 12; Joseph, 9; and. 
Thomas, 6. 


JOHN MURPHY 


Like many before him, John Patrick 
Murphy is a Notre Dame man who 
has returned to the campus. 

Murphy, an end on the Irish squads 
of 1935-37, accepted the assignment to 
assist Hugh Devore with the freshman 
candidates in 1959, thus joining his old

MYRON (MO) POTTIOS, CAPTAIN 


MYRON (MO) POTTIOS, senior, 21, 6-2, 215-pound 
guard from Van Voorhis, Pa., is the captain of Notre 
Dame’s football forces for the 1960 season. Pottios, of 
Ukranian descent, played high school ball at Charleroi, 
Pa., where he won prep acclaim as a second-team All- 
American. 

Injuries have plagued this big fellow in his two previous 
seasons at Notre Dame, and his big ambition is to survive 
the 1960 season without a minute’s loss due to injury. 
Though Pottios played in only the first three games of the 
1959 season, he was a near-unanimous choice of his team- 
mates for this year’s captaincy. After playing as a regular 
left guard and linebacker against North Carolina and Pur- 
due, Pottios was injured in the California game of last 
Oct. 10. 

An operation to repair torn knee ligaments and to re- 
move damaged cartilage was performed that month, but 
Pottios was lost for the season. While Pottios did not play 
in last spring’s Old-Timers game in South Bend’s School 
Field Stadium, it is hopeful that surgery restored his knee 
to full strength. 

Pottios was the starting center for the Irish as a sopho- 
more for most of the 1958 season until the seventh game

when he suffered a shoulder injury against Pittsburgh. 
He was credited with 32 tackles that season. 

He was shifted to left guard in 1959 and at the time 
of his knee injury was the leading defensive player for 
the Irish with 24 tackles. He logged 194% minutes play- 
ing time in 1958, and 88 more before his first half injury 
against California in 1959. 

During his high school] days he was a fullback, winning 
three letters. He also won two in basketball, three in track 
and one in baseball. 

Pottios is a business administration major in the College 
of Commerce at Notre Dame. He is one of nine children, 
having four brothers and four sisters.

Murphy graduated from Notre Dame 
in 1988 and immediately began his 
coaching career. Union Endicott High 
School in New York was his first stop 
for eight years. He came back to the 
Middle West to take the head coaching 
spot at Holy Trinity High in Chicago 
for three more years. 

He next joined his former teammate 
Earl Brown at Auburn and held this 
college coaching berth for three seasons. 


In 1951 Murphy came back to South 
Bend to assume the head coaching job 
at John Adams High in South Bend 
where his over-all record was 46-26-3. 
He led Adams’ teams to one Northern 
Indiana High School Conference cham- 
pionship and two Eastern Division titles 
in the NIHSC. In his last five seasons, 
Murphy-led Adams’ teams won 38, lost 
only seven and tied three. 


During his last three seasons Murphy 
coached his son, Dennis, also an end, 
and the boy won All-Indiana first-team 
mention. Murphy the father also coach- 
ed Murphy the son last year and now 
young Dennis is a sophomore candidate 
for Kuharich’s varsity. 

While he has given up high school 
coaching, Murphy remains on_ the 
Adams’ staff in the physical education 
department in addition to his Notre 
Dame duties. 

Married to the former Odessa John- 
ston of South Bend, the Murphys have 
two daughters in addition to son Dennis.

Clarence J. (Jake) Kline, the mathe- 
matics professor who will begin his 28th 
year as Notre Dame baseball coach next 
spring, was a freshman on the Irish 
campus when Knute Rockne was a 
senior and football captain (back in 
1913). Jake himself was baseball cap- 
tain at Notre Dame in 1917. Kline’s 
teams have participated in the annual 
NCAA tournament the past five years. 


VETERAN GOLF COACH 


The Rev. George Holderith, C.S.C., 
Notre Dame golf coach, begins his 29th 
season next spring with an over-all rec- 
ord showing 189 victories, 69 defeats 
and 11 ties. Golf became a varsity sport 
at Notre Dame in 1930. The Burke 
Memorial 18-hole course is located on 
the campus. 


RECORDS STILL STAND 


Notre Dame track Coach Alex Wilson 
still holds three outdoor track records 
at Notre Dame. In the 19382 NCAA 
meet, Wilson ran the 440-yard dash in 
48.1 seconds for a school mark. That 
same year he finished third in the 
Olympic finals 400-meter dash and sec- 
ond in the 800-meter event while run- 
ning for his native Canada. His times 
of :47.4 in the 400-meters and 1:50 in 
the 800 meters are still Notre Dame 
outdoor marks.

Three members of the 1960 Notre 
Dame track team came from outside the 
United States. They were senior Glen 
Cividin, a pole vaulter from Trail, 
British Columbia; junior Martin Every, 
a hurdler from Lanarkshire, Scotland;

STORY 


The attention of millions, here and 
abroad, was focused on the University 
of Notre Dame last June 5. The Presi- 
dent of the United States had come to 
the campus to receive an honorary Doc- 
tor of Laws degree and to deliver the 
commencement address. Sharing the 
platform with President Eisenhower, 
and honored along with him, were the 
President of the United Nations, a 
Prince of the Church, and other dis- 
tinguished figures representing science, 
medicine, business and education. This 
memorable event dramatized in a color- 
ful and concrete way Notre Dame’s 
leading role in higher education in 
America and throughout the world. 


Although Notre Dame’s founders 
could hardly have envisioned the tre- 
mendous physical growth and academic 
development that the decades would 
bring, they called their small frontier 
school a university from the very be- 
ginning. A small band of French mis- 
sionaries, led by Rev. Edward F. Sorin, 
C.S.C., arrived at the site of the future 
university in November, 1842. They 
found there a log chapel which had been 
the mission outpost of Rev. Stephen 
Theodore Badin, the first Catholic priest 
ordained in the United States. A replica 
of that log chapel still stands, a rustic 
reminder of Notre Dame’s earliest years 
amidst nearly seventy campus buildings, 
the majority of which have been erected 
within the past quarter-century. 

Plans are already well underway for 
another large and magnificent campus 
structure, the Notre Dame Memorial 
Library. Replacing a library built in 
1917 when the student body was one- 
fifth its present size, the new building 
will be a center of study and research 
for Notre Dame’s 6,000 students and 
nearly 500 faculty members. It will 
serve the entire University: The Gradu- 
ate School, the Notre Dame Law 
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School, and the undergraduate Colleges 
of Arts and Letters, Science, Engineer- 
ing and Commerce. 

Presiding over the 1,000-acre campus 
from his modern office in the Adminis- 
tration Building is Rev. Theodore M. 
Hesburgh, C.S.C. In addition to serv- 
ing as president of Notre Dame since 
1952, the 48-year-old Holy Cross priest 
holds both presidential and papal ap- 
pointments. As a member of the U. S. 
Commission on Civil Rights he has par- 
ticipated in hearings and meetings in 


Washington and throughout the country. 
He was recently appointed by President 
Eisenhower to a second six-year term 
on the National Science Board. Father 
Hesburgh has also served under Pope 
Pius XII and Pope John XXIII as per- 
manent Vatican City representative to 
the International Atomic Energy Agen- 
ey. He is the author of Patterns for 
Educational Growth (1958) and a di- 
rector or trustee of several educational 
or philanthropic organizations. 

Throughout his administration Father 
Hesburgh has set high standards of ex- 
cellence for Notre Dame's professors 
and students. The high caliber of the 
University’s scientists and scholars is 
indicated by more than $3,200,000 in re- 
search grants which they received dur- 
ing the 1959-60 fiscal year. One of 
Notre Dame’s major research activities 
is the Radiation Project, believed to be 
the largest radiation chemistry program 
at any university on either side of the 
iron curtain. The Lobund Laboratories 
continue to develop new techniques for 
the use of germfree animals in biologi- 
cal and medical research. Scientists 
there are perfecting techniques leading 
to germfree human surgery. Other 
major research activities at Notre Dame 
include the Committee on International 
Relations, the Mediaeval Institute, and 
the nuclear physics program. 

Notre Dame students, too, are being 
recognized in increasing numbers for

the high caliber of their work. Forty- 
six_fellowships for graduate study dur- 
ing 1960-61 were awarded to seniors 
and graduate students. Sixteen seniors 
and two recent graduates won Woodrow 
Wilson National Fellowships for the 
coming year. The Notre Dame group 
was the eighth largest among 1,259 fel- 
lowship winners representing 355 col- 
leges and universities in the United 
States and Canada. 


Teaching and research are the twin 
missions of a modern, major university, 
but Notre Dame endeavors to do more. 
In addition to developing professional 
competence in its students, it seeks to 
inculeate in them a sense of moral re- 
sponsibility which will influence for 
good their marriage and family life, 
their business and professional life, and 
their civie activities. Religion has never 
been “extracurricular” at Notre Dame. 
The famed Golden Dome atop the Ad- 
ministration Building, Saered Heart 
Church, the Grotto of Our Lady of 
Lourdes and the. many chapels and 
shrines are all daily reminders that - 
respect for religion and morality is 
the mark of the Notre Dame man. 


This religious atmospheré and the 
unique way of life on campus are in- 
gredients of the famed “Notre Dame 
spirit.” Approximately 4,500 students 
live on the campus, and nearly one-third - 
of the University buildings provide liv- , 
ing, cating and recreational facilities 
for them. Most of the undergraduates 
live in the seventeen residence halls, 
cach with its own chapel. They eat in, 
one of the University’s two large din- 
ing halls which serve approximately 
15,000 meals daily. The campus hub 
for social activity is the LaFortune Stu- 
dent Center while the Rockne Memorial 
is the mecca for devotees of handball, 
basketball, and other intramural sports. 
Although Notre Dame’s students come 
from all the fifty states and many for- 
eign countries, and although their eco- 
nomic, social and religious backgrounds 
vary greatly, they soon come to know 
and share a spirit which is the marvel 
of the nation. 


That spirit, that determination to ex- 
cel is manifested in many ways. By the 
quarterback making a goal-line plunge, 
to be sure. But also by the faculty 
member focusing a new and _ scholarly 
light on a mediaeval legend. By enter- 
ing national fellowship competitions and 
emerging among the top ten colleges 
and universities in the country. By de- 
veloping new knowledge of ancient 
liturgy or modern architecture. 


This striving for excellence, more in 
1960 than ever before, is the watch- 
word of Notre Dame, its faculty and 
the young men who come to learn at 
Our Lady’s school.
